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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Advisory Action is in response to the After-Final filed on 03/24/2009 
Claims 1, 3-12 and 14-20 are currently pending in the application. 

2. Applicant argues in the remarks filed on 03/24/2009 that the combination of 
Martinez and Moton fails to disclose the claimed limitations; 

["generating and handling components on the mobile device include at least two of alarm, 
a calendar, email, phone and SMS"], (see claims 1,10 and 20). 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees because, for example, Martinez discloses 
that the cellular telephone switch to vibration when the battery of the telephone is low 
(see [0022-23 and 0026-30]; whereby, in this example, the condition of the battery of 
telephone is being associated with the " generating and handling component include 
phone "). Furthermore, Martinez discloses that activities planned in an electronic 
agenda are set to correspond to user preference such as ringing volume or silent (see 
[0021-23]; whereby the activities planned in a electronic agenda is being associated 
with the " generating and handling component include calendar "). 

Therefore, Martinez alone shows that the notification profile of the telephone 
could be set to vibration based on the generating and handling component such as the 
battery of the telephone; and the notification profile of the telephone could be set to 
silent based on the generating and handling component such the electronic agenda, 
which meets Applicant's argued limitations. 

The claimed invention are therefore not in condition for allowance. 
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Any amendments, by the applicant, to specifically clarify Applicant's invention, 
would be re-considered.
